The work 
of the day was over, so far as the house 
was concerned, and both sides seeming 
to agree that enough had been done for 
one session, the speaker announced the 
* house adjourned. 


How the Members Voted. 


For and against the Willingham Dill, 
158 members of the house voted. The re- 
quired number of votes in order for the 


measure to pass was 88, and only when 


the last few names on the roll were call- 
ed was there any certainty that the ma- 
jority would be obtained. 3efore the 
vote the friends of the expressed 
themselves confident that 110 
members would go on record as favoring 
the bill, but when the number was count- 
ed it was seen that there was only @ 
bare margin of five.

When the time allotted to the gentle- 
man from Fulton had expired, he was in 
the midst of a sentence, Mr. Johnson, of 
Bartow, demanded that the gentleman be 
made to tate his seat without an oppor- 
tunity to conclude what he had begun to 
sav. 

At the close of Mr. Brandon’s speech 
Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, rose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege and stated that 
he had been misquoted by the gentleman 
from Fulton. In referring to the gentle- 
man from Coweta’s argument, Mr. Bran- 
don had quoted him as saying that ‘“‘many 
people couldn’t make their homes as at- 
tractive as an Atlanta barroom.” In this 
Mr. Brandon said he had taken notes 
on the speech of the gentleman from 
Coweta, but was willing to accept the 
correction. 

Strong speeches were made during the 
time left fer debate by Mr. Freeman, of 
Coweta, and others, for the bill, and in 
closing for the opposition, Mr. Ellis, of 
Bibb, made an eloquent and convincing 
argument, 

He begged members of the house not 
to vote for a measure which he said 
would rob an industry of the state and 
tend to drive out capital. 

Mr. Ellis declared that the bill before 
the house was infamous and fanatical. 


Amendments That Were Passed. 


After the call of the previous question 


and the conclusion of the final speeches |

ments offered the day before. 

Three motions had been made—one by 
Mr. Beauchamp, of Pike; Mr. Speer, 
Sumter, and Mr. Watkins, of Gilmer—pfo- 
viding that the bill should be watified by 
the voters of the state before becoming 
a law. On this point many of 
friends of the measure differed, but 
each of the amendments were called up 
the majority favoring the 
bill out and out voted them down. 
vote on the motion of Mr. Watkins, 
Gilmer, was 92 to 67, and practically the 
same vote was cast on the motions by 
Mr. Speer and Mr. Beauchamp. 

In voting in favor of the proposed 
amendment, Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, 
his vote, saying that he was opposed un- 
aiterably to the Willingham bill. “It has 
been claimed on this floor,’ said Mr. El- 
“that this bill is the result of popular 
clamor. For that reason, Mr. Speaker, I 
am in favor of it going back to the peo- 
ple for their approval.”’ 

Mr. Reid, -of Taliaferro, also said, in 
voting in favor of the amendment: 

‘Some time ago the author of 
told me he was ready to advocate an 
amendment to this effect. I see now 
that he is voting against it. I want to 
be recorded as voting for it.’’ 

No Ratification by the People. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Howard, 
of Chattahoochee, as it sought to amend 
a section already stricken, was declared 
not germane by the speaker. 

The amendment by Mr. Sloan, of Hall, 
of exempt domestic and other wines un- 
der the prohibition law, was lost by an 
overwhelming vote. 

The amendments offered by Mr. Willing- 
of (Monroe, principally that provid- 
ing in the caption for a time when the 
provisions of the act shall go into effect, 
were passed by the house. Only the 
amendments offered by Mr. Willingham 
were passed. 

The explanation of his vote made by 
Mr. Rose, of Camden, when the amend- 
ment to refer the act to the people was 
before the house, brought a ripple of 
applause from the _ gallery. Mr. Rose 
said: 

“‘“As I was elected by the people, and 
have the utmost confidence in their wis- 
dom in all things, I wish here to be re- 
corded.as voting here to refer the meas. 
ure back to the people.” 

Mr. Sloan, of Hall, and Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
explained their vote on the amendment. 
Mr. Everett, of Stewart, voted agvinst 
the amendment, explaining that his confi- 
dence in the people prompted the vote. 
The action of the house in voting down 
the barroom bill, which had been offered 
as an amendment to the Willingham 
measure, brought out a numb of ex- 
planations. Mr. Felker, the author of the 
substitute, asked unanimous consent that 
the Willingham bill, as perfected, be 
taken up first and passed on and after- 
wards the substitute. There was objec- 
tion and the motion was lost. 

The ayes and noes were called on the 
substitute, and it was lost by a large 
majority. 

The main measure, as amended and per- 
fected by the additions of the author, was 
little changed from the form in which it 
left the committee room. The caption of 
the bill now provides for a time when 
the provisions of the act shall go into ef- 
fect.

Explanations were made by Mr. Bond, of 
Madison; Bryan, of Floyd; Calvin, of 
Richmond; Carter, of Burke; Slaton, of 
Fulton, and others. 

In explaining the-motive that impelled 
his vote, Mr. Calvin said: 

*“‘Mr. Speaker, for the reason that the 
pending bill is purely experimental, and 
not needed; for the reason that its pur- 
pose is and its effect will be to extirpate 
the local option law of 1885—the best tem- 
perance legislation ever enacted in this 
state; for the reason that there was never 
a time in Georgia when drunkenness was 
so uniformly the exception and sobriety 
the rule—a condition which is attributable 
more to the power of public opinion than 
to agitation in the interest of prohibition, 
and in support of this particular declara- 
tlon I may be pardoned for saying that 
by the votes of the people of Richmond 
county I have had the honor to serve 
in eight general assemblies of this state, 
and in that way came to know more or 
less intimately 1,500 different legislators 
during the years 1882 and 1899, inclusive, 
and never saw exceeding twenty-five who 
ever appeared in the assembly or in com- 
mittee room noticeably under the influ- 
ence of liquor, an average of three to 
each legislature; for the reason that, if 
this bill should become a law in less 
than three years 75 per cent of the coun- 
ties, which have prohibition undef the lo- 
cal option law of 1885, will be calling upon 
the general assembly to permit them to 
establish dispensaries in their midst; for 
the reason that I regard the dispensary 
system capable of greater evils than Is 
possible by barrooms—for these reasons, 
and a hundred others I could give if I 
were not restricted under the rules to a 
three minutes’ talk, I vote ‘no!’ ”’ 

Mr. Carter, of Burke, in explaining his 
vote, said that a matter of choice be- 
tween God and mammon, and between 
right and right, he would follow the dic- 
tates of his conscience and vote for pro- 
hibition. 

Mr. Slaton, of Futon, addressed the 
chair when his name Was called. He com- 
mended the piety which has actuated the 
gentleman from Burke in voting~ as he 
did, but reminded the house of the man 
Solomon had referred to as having more 
zeal than wisdom, and as he himself did 
not wish to be classed with those he would 
vote ‘‘no.”’

‘There is another view: We drove the 
Spaniards out who had been the govern- 
ing power nearly 400 years. For us to with- 
draw would leave a condition of anarchy, 
and foreigners who own property in the 
country would have certainly a strong 
moral claim against the United States 
for their losses. 

“There are nearly, if not quite, thirty 
distinct tribes in the Philippine islands, 
and there is every probability that they 
would not submit to any government inau- 
gurated by the Tagalos, of whom Aguin- 
aldo calls himself the head. Most cer- 
tainly a government by that ciass of 
people would be very unjust and there 
would be constant revolts against it. The 
result would be that the .people who 
have business interests and property 
would appeal to some strong goverhment, 
Germany, for instance, 
army and restore order. 

“I think the people generally want 
peace. Of course, Aguinaldo and his of- 
ficers are reluctant to yield their power 
and many of their soldiers are pleased 
with their duties, as for the first time 
in theér lives they have guns, and with 
the connivance of the officers, are per- 
mitted to rob the people and commit 
Under a good government this 
country would be one of great wealth 
and our connection with it would be one 
of great benefit to the United States.

“In the beginning, I wish to be under- 
stood that I am for the local option law, 
and that when. the question of prohibition 
was voted. on by the people the last 
time in my county, I was for it. And 


when gentlemen on this floor assert that | 


those of us who are opposed to the bill 
are fighting for the liquor traffic, they 
mistake our position. 

“T oppose the bil} because I helleve it 
contrary to the interests of the people 
I represent, for in my judgment it is an 
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experiment that will not accomplish the 
results aimed at in counties like mine, 
and in this I am borne out by the expe- 
rience*of all parts of the country that 
have tried it. In my judgement a prohibi- 
tory law will bear good results, though it 
may not altogether prohibit in small towns 
and in rural communities, but in cities 
and in larger towns where the sentiment 
of the people is opposed to it, it will not 
accomplish any good, and will bring 
about much that is bad. 

“IT believe, therefore, that if it can be 
proven that this bill will probably not 
accomplish the purpose hoped for, that 
the fact that it will cause a very large 
decrease in the revenues now enjoyed by 
the public schools, that is by the children 
of the state, is a sufficient reason for 
its defeat. I can take this position, and 
yet I might consistently grant, for the 
sake of argument, that if the bill would 
absofutely prevent intemperance in the

“To prove their position with reference 
to insanity, they quote figures showing 
that there are fewer inmates in the Geor- 
gia lunatia asylum from certain dry 
counties in this state than from certain 
wet counties. Statistics of this charac- 
ter are wholly misleading and cannot 
satisfy any impartial mind, because other 
things in the various counties besides the 
use of intoxicants bear on the question 
lunacy and crime, such as heredity, 
the character and density of the popu- 
lation and its constituent elements with 
reference to race and color. <A _ better 
way to arrive at a satisfactory result is 
to compare the statistics in a local option 
state like Georgia with those of a prohi- 
bition state like Maine. 

“In Maine prohibition has prevailed in 
one form or another since about the year 
1854, and in Iowa it has likewise been the 
law for practically as long a time; and 
in Kansas prohibition has been the law 
tor a great many years. Compare these 
States, then, with Gseorgia with reference 
to insanity for the ten years preceding 
the year 18%, when the last United 
States census was taken, and what is 
result? 

“In Maine there is one lunatic in every 
500 of population. In Kansas there is one 
in every 706 of population. In lowa there 
is one in every 598 of population, and in 
Georgia there is only one in every 1,012 
of population. And you will bear in mind 
that all these states ‘prior to 1890 had 
very largely the same kind of prohibition 
law as is sought to be applied now to 
the wet counties by the pending Dill, 
while Georgia was controlled by local 
option and high license. 

“As to pauperism, in 
one pauper in every 569 of population; in 
lowa there was one in every. 1,179; 
whereas in Georgia there was only one 
in eVery 2.039. Kansas, it is true, had a 
little smaller percentage of peaperism 
than Georgia, but that is probably ac- 
counted for by the fact that Kansus had 
suffered so much from populism and bad 
government generally that the 
were unable to support poorhouses. 

“As to Christianity. Now, I know

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., November 22.—Syivester BH. 
Price, mayor of Macon, died this after- 
noon at 3.25 o’clock at the city hospital. 
At his bedside were Mrs. Price, Dr. Wil- 
liams, Hon. W. T. Morgan and T. J. 
Carling. 

The death of the mayor has cast a 
gloom over the entire city, and his death 
is regretted by every one here and will 
be a shock to his thousands of friends 
throughout the siate. 

Yesterday afternoon Mayor Price was 
in his office, and hast night he presided 
with his usual dignity over the meeting 


of the city council, and now that he ts | 


dead, it is hard for many to belleve. 
Coming on so sudden, when the mayor 
was apyarently recovering from his sick- 
ness, was a great shock to his Macon 
friends, end tonight expressions of regret 
can be heard from the lips of everybody.

There he under- 
went an operation for peritoniiis, The 
physicians saw there was little hope 
for Mr. Price, and though after the oper- 
ation he regained consciousness, he com- 
menced to sink rapidly until shortly af- 
ter 3 o’clock this afternoon, when he 
died, seemingly in great pain. He was 
conscious to the last, and would recog- 
nize the people about him, and he spoke 
to the surgeons and his wif& just a 
minute before he passed away. It was 
known in the city that the mayor was 
seriously ill, but the bulletins from. the 
hospital stated that he was still alive, 
and that there was a chance for hii to 
recover, and when the news of his deat 
was heralded the citizens were greatly 
shocked.

Ga., November 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In reviewing the conditions out 
of which developed the Southeastern 
Fair Association it is with complete sat- 
isfaction and a perfect fitness in the 
knowledge that ‘all things worked to- 
gether for the good of them that loved 
Brunswick, 

No venture ever rode out into the calm 
with such marked succoss. From the 
audacity and vim of a few enthusiastic 
citizens the whole community caught the 
spirit and purpose of its intensity until 
from the least unto the greatest it is 
truly said ‘“‘they all labor to push Bruns- 
wick to her future success,’’ The prin- 
ciple of stick-to-itiveness has won in 
this fair movement as it will always win, 
in any movement where such men as 
are at the nead of it are putting their 
hearts, money and labor into the work. 
A short but intensely earnest local in 
The Brunswick Times, contributed by 
Mr. William S. Irvine, one of the prime 
movers in the fair was printed last Sep- 
tember, over one year ago. This began 
the agitation and it was followed by 
others. A few merchants were then 
approached on the subject and a meager 
system of personal work was undertaken. 
On March 26, 1899, a thorough and some- 
what detailed article was published by 
The Times and this opened the way for 
more discussion and some actual work.

When the fair opened pools on the 


races were offered and sold. notwithstand- | 


ing the legislature of 
law prohibiting pool selling in the state. 


Arrests were made and when the cases | 
inferior criminal | 


were called before the 
coum of Birmingham the defendants plead- 


ed the unconstitutionality of the act and | 


won out, the judge deciding the act to 
be in conflict with the state constitution. 
The moral sentiment was then stirred 
by a big public meeting in Birmingham 
at which flery anti-pool speeches were 
delivered and a predicate laid for in- 
augurating another fight against the 
races. Since then the matter has been 
agitated and emphasized until the town 


is all agog again and will likely remain | 


so until the general assembly acts next 
winter. 

It is an admitted fact that the fair can- 
not be made a success without races, and 
that fast horses will not be brought to 
an Alabama track unless pools are per- 
mitted to be sold on the results of the 
races. The fair association management 
contends that Alabamians are more in- 
terested in good horses and fine cowa 
than they have ever before been. and 
that suctessful annual state fairs will do 
more to stimulate the growth of the 
horse, cow and other live stock industries 
than any other influence. They insist 
that morals cannot be legislated into any 
community and that if the grown men 


of Birmingham cannot withstand the se- | 


ductions of the poolroom, it would per- 
haps be a good idea to hold the next 
fair in Montgomery. 

The strenuous opposition on the part of 
some of the good people of Birmingham 
is ‘the result of a big race meeting held 
there four years ago, during which the 
average man then became very much en- 
thused. as is the custom of Birmingham 
folks—for everything is done there in 
a feverish fashion—and the betting be- 
came eXtravagant and almost universal. 
The public pulse in Montgomery is much 
less excitable, and it #@ believed the mor- 
als of this comruiunity can stand the 
strain of the pool traffic without injury. 

It is probable an effort will be made 
to have the next state fair held here.

The Substitute Considered. 

The following is the substitute as offer- 
ed for passage: 

A bill by Mr. Steed, of the twenty-third—To 
regulate and control the sale of commercial 
baking powders tn the state of Georgia and 
to provide a penalty for failure to comply with 
same. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted 
by authority of the same, that from and 
after the passage of this act it shall be un- 
lawful to sell or offer for sale or to manu- 
facture or give away any powder designed for 
the leavening of bread in this state, the con- 
-stitaent parts of which are not plainly print« 
ed on the can or package in which such pow- 
der is offered for sale, in letters of not less 
than % of an inch in length. The actual 
names of the ingredients used must appear 
and no fancy or misleading names, such as 
‘‘cream of tartar substitute’’ must be used. 

And in case any alum is used in the prepar- 
ation of the powder the fact must be clearly 
stated, whether it be potash alum or ammonia 
alum, or sulphate of alumina. Thus: This 
powder is composed of bi-carbonate of soda, 
ammonia alum and starch, or other ingre- 
dients, as the case may be. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that any person, persons, 
firm or corporation violating this law or any 
part thereof shall be guilty of and punished 
as for a misdemeanor. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that any citizen of this state 
may deposit not less than one can or package 
of any baking powder which has been given 
away, sold or offered for sale by any person 
or persons, or which is being given with any 
prize, or is being given away or being sold 
with any prize, or betng offered for sale in 
this state, with the sate chemist; and it 
shall be the duty of said officer to immedi- 
ately analyze said powder s0 deposited and 
give his official statement of the analysis 
of such baking powder to the person making 
said denosit or to any official designated by 
such citizen. and if it shall appear from 
said analysis that the ingredients are different 
in kind or quality from that found printed 
on said can or package, this discovery shall 
be sufficient grounds for authorizing the pros- 
ecution of the person, persons, firm or corpo- 
ration manufacturing, giving away, selling or 
offering the same for sale by any citizen of 
any county in this state in which such baking 
powder is being given away, sold or offered 
for sale. 

Section 4 provides for the repeal of all con- 
flicting laws. 


Stock Bill Passed. 


The stock law bill of Mr.

The effect of the 
bill as amended makes but little change 
in the present law.

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WILLINGHAM BILL AS CHANGED 
BY THE HOUSE ON YESTERDAY 


Following is house dill 221, providing for 
Georgia, which passed the house yesterday after being perfected by the 
amendment offered by its author, Mr. Willingham. 

The amendments are of an immaterial character, with exception of 
that made to the caption of the bill calling for a time when the pro- 
visions of the act shall go into operation. 
ments, the majority deféated every proposed change except those of- 
fered by Mr. Willingham. The bill, as perfected, reads as follows: 

“To be entiled an act to prohibit the manufacture, sale, keeping 
for sale, the giving away or furnishing to induce tradé or for any other 
valuable consideration, except physicians furnishing to patients under 
treatment by them, or the furnishing at any public place, of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, fermented or distilled; to prescribe penalties for the violation 
of this act; to provide certain evidence in prosecution for such viola- 
tion; to confer upon municipal corporations jurisdiction to punish of- 
fenses created by this act, and to provide a time when this act shall go 
and for other purposes. ; 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly of the state of 
Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by authority of the same, That the 
manufacture, the sale, the keeping for sale, the giving away or furnishing 
to induce trade, or for any valuable consideration, or the furnishing at 
any public place, of intoxicating liquors, 
hereby prohibited or declared unlawful, except as hereinafter provided. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That any per- 
s0n convicted of violating any of the provisions of this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and be punished as prescribed in section 1039 


“Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That this 
act shall apply both to individuals and corporations and to all clubs or 
organizations in which Intoxicating liquors are furnished at any place 
by such club or organization or any committee or agents thereof in consid- 
initiation or standing fee in such organization.

STONE CUTTERS 
ASK FOR CHANGE 


Demand a Scale of Eight Hours at 40 
Cents Each. 


TO TAKE EFFECT NEXT APRIL 


Also Refuse To Lay Stone Cut Out- 
e of City. 


CHANGE BECIDED AT A RECENT MEETING 


Effect Will Be Far Reaching and 
May Cause Considerable 
Trouble. 


The stone cutters of Atlanta have de- 
termined to ask for a higher price for 
their labor, and shorter hours, the change 
to take effect on April 1, 1900.
